Implement* of AVhlcfc Burglar* JJev- 


er Even Get a Gllmpite. 


"We have tools for opening safes," 


laid the foreman of tlie machine room 
of a safe factory, "that no burglar 
t-ould imitate even if he got them. But 
it would be oue of the most difficult 
things in the w orld for him to get even 
a sisdit of them. 
The tool room is 


guarded as closely as a bank vault. A 
watchman stays in it all night. We are 
very careful about employing our nien. 
They must give bonds and have the 
be<t of references. 
The chance of a 


burglar getting into our employ for the 
purpose of learning our methods is 
scarcely worth thinking about. 


"Very frequently we have hurry calls 


for a man to open a safe where the 
time clock has gone askew or where the 
clerk has forgotten the combination. 
You can readily imagine that with a 
bank or trust company it is an essen- 
tial tiling to have the safe open before 
business begins. 
When we send a 


man out he takes a wagon load of tools, 
for he must open the safe without ruin- 
ing the lock, and he does not know pre- 
cisi-ly what the trouble is. He carries 
a photograph of himself with our cre- 
dentials on it. 
Nor will he open the 


safe while alono. 
Some bank official 


must remain with him, no matter how 
long the job takes. That is for our own 
protection. 
Some very queer alleged 


robberies have been charged to men 
sent out to open safes. 


"To mechanics in our business it is 


laughable to read that a full kit of bur- 
glars' tools has been found beside a 
safe. As I have said, it would require 
an express •wagon to carry them, and 
burglars don't work that way. If they 
care to take chances by blowing up a 
safe with dynamite it is another mat- 
ter; but those fellows nearly always 
get caught. 


"A police officer told me that burglars 


make their own tools. The big crooks 
are all spotted and are afraid to go out 
and buy the material for them. Some 
of them send their wives and children."

The Vi.«i;.ii of Birds. 


Birds have very acute vision, per- 


haps the most acute of any creature, 
and the sense Is also more widely dif- 
fused over the retina than is the case 
with man. 
Consequently a bird can 


see sideways as well as objects iu front 
of it. A bird sees, showing great un- 
easiness in consequence, a hawk long 
before it is visible to man. So, too, 
fowls and pigeons find minute scraps 
of food, distinguishing them 
from 


what appear to us exactly similar 
pieces of earth or gravel. 


Young chickens are also able to find 


their own food, knowing its position 
and how distant it is, as soon as they 
are hatched, whereas a child only very 
gradually learns either to see or to 
understand the distance of objects. 
Several birds, apparently the young of 
all those that nest oil the ground, can 
see quite well directly they come out 
of the shell, but the young of birds that 
nest in trees or on rocks are born blind 
and have to be fed.—Chambers' Jour- 
nal.

Oblong, Illinois Aug. 21, 1903. 


Editor Advocate—For the benefit of 


my friends in Licking county I desire 
to give a short sketch of 'this pare, of 
the habitable globe. Oblong is a thriv- 
ing village of 800 inhabitants ana 
is 


situated on the Illinois Central rail- 
road about 20 miles uest of ,the Wa- 
bash river, in Crawford county. We 
have been visiting here ten days 
among friends and Iwe been over the 
county considerable. The fanners are 
a thrifty, industrious and' thorough go- 
ing people. A great many Lacking 
county people have settled in rh is 
county and one of (the townships is 
named Licking. Go where you will, 
one sees corn, corn everywhere grow- 
ing and the prospects are for a large 
crop 'this year. The heavy rain since 
we came is what is making the corn 
grow. Farmers are hauling their, last 
year's corn crop to-the station at this 
time to be shipped away to market. 
Load after load in a continuous stream 
of wagons goes to the station. I get 
this from the village newspaper of re- 
cent date. The newspaper as called 
the Oracle. 


They shell 2,000 bushels a day and 


load it into 'the cars ito be shipped 
south. The price now paid is 44 cemts. 


The hogs that are shipped from here 


are surprising. Three car loads a 
week are shipped from here. Fat cat- 
tle are shipped also. But what amazes 
me is the price of }and, which sells at 
from $20 to $40 an' acre, owing to the 
location.

My grandfather, a veteran of the 


Mexican war, told me this story to il- 
lustrate an axiom that opinion is more 
powerful than law: 


It was back in the first half of the 


last century, when the regular army of 
the United States was a little family, 
eo to speak, that a young artillery offi- 
cer was ordered to report at the then 
frontier post, Fort L—-. Manton Bur- 
net was one of those fellows whom ev- 
erybody loved. Tall, massive, with light 
Uair Uliii blue ejco liial fuliucU 41 plfaJS- 
Ing contrast with a pair of round, rud- 
dy cheeks, he struck the fancy of every 
one at the moment of meeting and im- 
proved on acquaintance. 


The belle of the post was Colonel 


Houghton's daughter Edith, whose flir- 
tatious had commenced with cadets at 
West Point and continued with officers 
of all grades and ages, though she was 
still only twenty-two or three. At the 
tune Burnet reported at the fort she 
•was engaged in a mild affair with Ma- 
jor Stoddard, a native of Mississippi 
and a man of forty. He confirmed the 
adage "No fool like an old fool" by be- 
coming infatuated with a girl who was 
only enjoying what she considered an 
Innocent amusement. At any rate, to 
flirt was as natural to her as to breathe. 
As soon as Burnet appeared on the 
scene she dropped Stoddard, took up 
with the newcomer and found an ex- 
perience entirely new to her by falling 
violently in love with him.

The meeting-took place early the next 


morning a mile from the fort on the 
river "bottom."

His second protested against this, 
but was unable to move his resolution, 
whereupon he declined to serve, and 
Burnet selected me, but kept from me 
his intention. At the first fire Burnet 
fell with a ball in his right side. Stod- 
dard was unhurt. 


It was a melancholy party that car- 


ried the wounded man back to the fort, 
for the surgeon pronounced the wound 
fatal. The affair put an end to any un- 
certainty as to Edith Houghton's pref- 
erence, for she was wild with grief as 
soon as she learned what had happened. 
However, after her first giving way to 
her feelings she nursed Burnet so ten- 
derly that he pulled through. At that 
time the effect of the mind on the sys- 
tem was not understood as it is now, but 
even then it was apparent that the men- 
tal stimulant Burnet experienced in 
Edith Houghton's love turned the scale. 


The colonel made no comment on the 


affair till Burnet was pronounced out 
of danger. Then he sent for Stoddard, 
with whom he was closeted for an 
hour in his private office.

For two months

lived with a dozen brother officers, not 
one of whom would speak to him un- 
officially. 
Now that his infatuation

A BANK INNOVATION. 


Kansas City Concern Has a "Stock- 


ing? Room" For "Women Clients. 
A "stocking room" has been built 


and furnished in the National Bank of 
Commerce in Kansas City, says the 
New York World. 
It is called the 


"stocking room" because it is a place 
where a woman may go to be alone and 
out of sight while she takes from its 
secure biding place the money she 
wishes to deposit. 


The room is beautifully furnished, 


but the most interesting things in the 
room are three mahogany stools about 
twelve inches high, with a leather 
cushion at the top of each. These 
stools are not intended to be sat upon. 
There are chairs for that purpose. The 
stools are for women to put their feet 
upon while they are taking out their 
money. 
Next door to the "stocking 


room" is the women's main room, with 
desks and chairs, and beyond that is a 
waiting room finished in mahogany. 


William H. Winants, vice president 


of the bank, took the reporter into the 
"stocking room" and showed him its 
beauties and mysteries. 


"Not many men will ever see the In- 


side of the room," said Mr. Winants. 
"It is sacred to the use of our women 
clients. A colored maid will always 
be in attendance in this suit of rooms, 
and no man may enter its portals dur- 
ing banking hours. I have seen the ne- 
cessity of it ever since I have been In 
the banking business. It is a fact that 
half the women who come to this bank 
to deposit money carry it either in 
their stockings or in the. bosom of 
their dress. I have often had women 
come to my desk and blushingly inform 
me that they wished to deposit some 
money, but would have to go into re- 
tirement first in order to produce it. 


"Why, I have seen women many 


times go into one of these corners, turn 
her back, peep all around and then 
stoop dpwn and gently bring forth a 
roll of bills. We decided that if women 
would carry their money in such places 
we would make it easy for them to ab- 
stract this or replace it, so we origi- 
nated the 'stocking room.' I predict 
that it will soon be a feature of all 
banks that have private rooms for wo- 
men clients."

BUGS TO SAVE FRUIT. 


STEPLADDER SERENADE. 


Foreign In»eotn Imported. For tke 


Purpose Do Good 'Work. 


The agricultural department is now 


making a feature of importing foreign 
bugs, says a Washington special to the 
New York World. Many of these in- 
sects flourish in the United States and 
are doing admirable work in ridding 
orchards and. general plant life of pests. 


Probably the most important is the 


lady bird, brought here to destroy the 
San Jose scale. Thirty were imported, 
but only two survived. From these 
many have been propagated, and there 
arc now 2,000 lady birds in the United 
States doing excellent work in extermi- 
nating tae San Jose scale. 


A small parasite has been imported 


from South Africa. It destroys the 
black scale of the orange groves of Cal- 
ifornia. It is increasing rapidly, and 
from its work in a few years the 
oranges covered with the troublesome 
little black particles noticed in so many 
of the specimens will disappear.

James Creelinan, who recently inter- 


viewed Count Leo 'iulstoi ut las csiuic, 
publishes the great Russian's views in 
the New York AVorld. 


Count Tolstoi dec-lured that Ameri- 


cans should starve rather than work 
for John D. Rockefeller or aiiy of the 
great trusts. As for himself, he said it 
was his ambition to die a martyr's 
death, and he declared hi' had made 
earnest efforts to be hanged or at least 
to be sent to prison. ToMoi had been 
asked to express an opinion of Ameri- 
can trusts and in the course of his an- 
swer said: 


"You talk of the trusts in Ainciica as 


if the question were important," he 
said. "To my mind these industrial 
questions are childish. The trust and 
the labor union are merely passing 
phenomena. A man does not have to 
live in an industrial center where hu- 
man slavery has been established. He 
does not have to live in a city. Be- 
cause man has spoiled a part of the 
earth is that a reason why people 
should stay there and suffer? No man 
should work for a man like Rockefeller. 
He 
should prefer starvation. 
He 


should consider it a religious duty to 
refuse to work for a trust. Let a man 
who works for a trust iu America and 
who seeks relief—let such a man go 
into the country and get a small por- 
tion of ground to cultivate. Let him 
give up luxuries. Let him cease eating 
meat The cost of living will be le. 
than one-sixth of what it was." 


"And if a man cannot get ground to 


dig in what then?" 


".He should die rather than assist in 


supporting men like Rockefeller. It is 
his duty to die. If a military uniform 
were put ou hiia and he were ordered 
to die he would do it proudly. For 
what? For patriotism, that evil thing 
which has done so much harm in the 
world and which we should condemn 
and restrict rather than defend and 
spread. The trouble is that men are 
not ready to die for the right thing. 


"The talk about American trusts be- 


ing an evolution of science is stupid. 
There is no science about-it. The trust 
will disappear as soon as people are 
brave enough to refuse to serve it. A 
great deal is said about the enormous 
increase in production accomplished by 
the trusts. But is such production nec- 
essary? Does It make the people hap- 
pier? No!" 


"But the trust system has produced 


Andrew Carnegie, and he is lining his 
hundreds of millions of dollars to pro- 
vide free libraries for the people," I 
suggested. 


'•Yes; but libraries are not necessari- 


ly blessings. A library of good books 
is a good thing, but a library largely 
made up of bad books is a curse. I do 
not understand that Mr. Carnegie fills 
his libraries with good books only. 


"Last year President Harper of the 


University of Chicago came to see me. 
He told me about the millions of dol- 
lars that Rockefeller had given to the 
university- He seemed to think that 
these millions were of great impor- 
tance. But when I came to talk to him 
about serious matters I found him to 
be really ignorant—quite a barbarian. 
He knew less about matters of intel- 
lectual and moral interest than a man 
might learn simply by reading the Re- 
view of Reviews, for instance. Think 
of such a university directed by such 
a man! And yet that is one of the re- 
sults of these trust millions. 


"America is a nation absorbed in the 


pursuit of money, and yet," he folded 
his arms and bent his gray head—"and 
yet I will say of the Anglo-Saxon race 
that those few who are religious daj-e 
to live up to their principles. It is only 
just to say that. But the Germans are 
utterly without religion. 


"It is a curious thing th.it the ordi- 


nary conception of the German is that 
he is an idealist and of the American 
ind Englishman that they arc practi- 
cal. That is only an external descrip- 
tion. The truth is that the German is 
| only an idealist in words, in poetry, 
while there are Americans and English- 
men who can be idealists in deeds." 


When the conversation was turned 


upon himself Count Tolstoi said: "I 
have tried hard to be sent to prison or 
to b',- hanged, but I have failed." 


"Tried to be hanged?" 


I "Yes. It IK the best end for n man PX-

"Are you quite serious?" 
The count smiled and answered: "I 


have done everything to win that des- 
tin3".

SCHWAB 


HAS IRONEOUND CONTRACT WITH 


STEEL TRUST 


And the Substantial Backing of An- 


drew Carnegie—His Salary Has 


Been Increased.

Schwab was recently quoted as hav- 
ing said that probably within one yeai 
he would assume his former position 
as president of the United States Steel 
corporation, which he recently resign- 
ed on account of ill health. This has 
caused much speculation as to what 
sort of a iiold Mr. Schwab had on the 
directors of the steel corporation, and 
a friend of Mr. Schwab furnishes this 
information, which he says, is ajthen- 
tic: 


When Mr. Schwab accepted the posi- 


tion of President 
of the combined 


stec! interests In 1901 he did it as the 
immediate representative 
of Andrew 


Carnegie 
a 


Mr Schwab made a contract with 


the directors of tho steel corporation 
that he should have the position for 
fi\e years at a salary of $160,000 a 
year. When this amount was agreed 
upon Mr. Carnegie, who is an ardent 
admirer <if Mr. Schwab, and who want 
ed to bind the latter to him to repre- 
sent his interest? as the chief bond- 
holder, said he would make the con 
tract at an even million -dolars for the 
five years. 


The question arose as to who Mr 


Schwab's successor should be ;f 
he 


failed to satisfy the stockholders, or 
of he died or anything should happen 
to incapacitate him from work, as has 
happened. Mr. Schwab agreed that un- 
der such conditions he would voluntar- 
ily resign his position, providing he 
be permitted to select his s^aessor, 
with the concurrence of Mr. Carnegie 
This was agreed 
to. Mr. 
Schwab, 


while he has resigned the cares of the 
office, can at any time, however, until 
his five years' contract expires, again 
take up the presidency of the corpora- 
tion. 


Mr Schwab in seeking to place some 


one in his position, naturally 1 timed 
to a man in whom he had unbounded 
faith and one whom he had trained 
in the art of steelmaking. 
He did not 


select James Gayley, the first vice 
president, who was talked of for that 
position, because Mr. Gayley and Mr. 
Schwab had worked 
as 
Carnegie's 


young partners along different lines 
Mr Coicj had come up from the ranks 
following close on Mr. Schwab's heels, 
and Mr. Schwab knew him better than 
anv of the other officials. 


Mr. Corey-, as President of the Unit- 


ed States Steel corporation, was in- 
dorsed by Andrew Carnegie, because 
Mr Schv-ab was for him. The same 
might be said of the advancement of 
A.lva Clymer 
Dinckey, to tne presi- 


dency of the Carnegie Steel company. 


When there was some talk about 


President Schwab receiving SI ,000,000 
as i salary there was some truth in (.he 
story, but the salary was for live years 
instead of one year. How much of the 
million dollars President Corey 
receive is not authentically known.
